results of th e efforts John L. Lewis 
is m aking to settle the f°ur m onths 
tie up by m eans of a joint confer-| 
ence w ith operators in Cleveland 'on 
Monday. 
In the rail strike, however, i^ 
w is strongly intim ated, in cebine* 
quarters today there would be im­

Conditions in the railroad field 
were officially described today as 
being “ intolerable” to the already 
chaotic condition th at prevails in 
some sections, was added today the 
menace of the disaffection spreading 
to other classes of railroad w orkers 
besides the shopmen, who up to 
this tim e have had no part in the 
strike. 
Labor leaders asserted today that 
the sum m ary turn down given P resi­ 
dent H arding’s peace program by 
the executives in New York has had 
a trem endous effect upon all rail­ 
road labor, creating a state of re­ 
sentm ent and suspicion th a t is daily 
becoming more apparent.
